No Limousines in Sight When Time Arrived to 


Visit Scene of Accident—Deputy Sheriff 
Conway Maintains Dignity of Office Re- 
gardless of Jolts and Pitches—Jurors Seated 
on Undertakers' Chairs 


If the jurors who were eniijaneUod 


on the jury in tho case of Dlrenski vs. 
the TCastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway Co. at the superior court this 
morniuK expected to enjoy a limousino 
rido to tlie scene of the accident, they 
were greatly disappointed, for instead 
ot being comfortably seated in soft- 
cushioned autos, they wero squeezed 
into an old-fashioned furniture 
mov- 


ing wagon, which greatly resembled 
the old-style hayrack, and in this con- 
veyance, they were taken over Gorham 
street into Middlesex street ami onto 
Branch street. 
Seated on tlie driver's seat with the 


man who was h«ndlinB the reins was 
Deputy Sheriff Jlartin Conway, neatly 
attired in his full uniform of blue and 
brass buttons, and carrying, with all 
the ilisnity of his office, regardless of 
Jolts and pitches, tha stave 
of

undertakers, while In the rear was a 
coupe containing the attorney for the 
plaintiff,

Sullivan was not so fortunate on tho 
return trin to tho courthouse, for ho 


was forced lo ride on tho rear end of 
the wason. The "load" of jurors trav- 
elling through tho principal streets of 
Ihe city attracted considerable atten- 
tion. 


The case for which the Jury was 


empanelled was that of Bannia Diren- 
ski, administrator for the estate of 
Daniel Direnski vs. ,the Eastern Mass- 
achusetts Street Railway Co. It is an 
action of tort by which tho plaintiff 
seeks to recover the sum of $10,000 for 
the death of his intestate, whom he 
claims in his declaration was struck 
and knocked down and seriously in- 
jured by an automobile owned by the 
defendant company, and 'that the in- 
juries resulted in death on the same 
day of the accident. It Is claimed that 
the accident occurred on March 
11, 


1921, In Branch street, and that it was 
due to tho careless and reckless driv- 
ing of the machine. Tho company in 
its answers denies each and every alle- 
gation contained in the plaintiff's dec- 
laration and further declares that the 
alleged injuries were caused by tho 
plaintiff's own negligence. Tho rase 
is scheduled to go to trial an soon as 
the one now being tried is brought to 
a close.
